find the comparison in war news in 1914 and 
1939, discovers there was much more news 
in 1914. 

We have had radio come into its own since 
the World War. In 1914 radio had not been 
employed for speaking routines. It was wire- 
less and code. In the battle of Jutland this 
failed both navies, which had what we now 
would call crude wireless sets. 

Today we have heard the alarm of an air 
raid signal. Today we have heard guns in 
China and Spain. We have heard simulta- 
neous conversations from four capitals of 
Europe. There are more cables across the sea. 
There are more methods of communication. 

Yet censorship daily is cutting into the 
news. Nothing gets out that censors do not 
wish to be sent. In Germany, indeed, nothing 
has come out for some years without a censor 
having read it. Censorship was not really made 
effective in the last war until a year of war- 
fare had passed. It appears we will know less 
about this World War than the last one. Almost 
daily the censorship pencil marks out more and 
more’ from air and paper copy. 

This makes it more difficult to determine 
what is happening. Germany claims no shot 
das been fired on the western front. France 
admits “normal” advances. France does not 
Jefine its idea of the word. It is obvious, how- 
ever, that France is testing the German 
machine. Belfort, at the Swiss border, is one 
point where the test seems to be in progress. 
This was the mountainous corner they tried 
to gain in the last World War and failed. With 
new equipment they may make it, but even so 
it is terribly arduous work. In the Moselle val- 
ley, near Luxembourg, something is in progress 
at Thionville, which was a familiar name in 
she recent World War. 

Bombing of German industrial and military 
senters has been attempted or accomplished. 
The. Allies report success. The Germans say 
ill planes were shot down and the bombs fell 
n the water. One may immediately see that 
there is to be, with the censors on the job, 
a succession of claims and counter-claims. The 
newspaper editing job is the more difficult, as 
the newspaper editor seeks to keep what ap- 
gears to be an obviously fantastic bulletin out 
of circulation. Still, he must have his doubts. 
War is fantastic. 

II. 

With the veil of censorship hiding most 
things, the plans become puzzles. 

Germany's plan seems rather obvious. Hit- 
ler himself announced he would be content 
merely to hold his own on the western front. 

His plan then is a quick conquest of Poland. 
He would then force a peace on whatever gov- 
ernment exists in Poland. 

He could then turn to the Allies, whom he 
hopes to have held at bay during this period, 
and say, “There is no war. The Polish govern- 
ment and the German government are at peace 
and have signed a treaty.” 

It would be moct difficult for the English 
and French to keep fighting. Yet, there will 
be little else they can do. 

The Allies, then, must put more pressiire 
on the western front. The Poles must manage 
to hold up the Germans. It is argued that the 
Poles are wisely retreating out of the inde- 
fensible corridor and~into defenses set up in 
preparation for just such a retreat. 

No one Knows. One does know, however, 
that Poland must be assisted in one fashion 
or another or Hitler will achieve his quick 


victory.

“Through the back door” was the plan of 
Winston Churchill, dynamic member of the 
new Brtish war cabinet, in the previous World 
War. If the war goes on, and if Italy remains 
neutral, we shall see that tried again. 

Churchill was lord of the admiralty when 
war came, and he had the British navy ready. 
Nothing else in England was ready. It was his 
plan to break open the Dardanelles. The Brit- 
ish army never believed in it, and after a bloody 


open to attack Germany through what he 
called “the back door.” He quit the cabinet 


and for a long time was discredited. . 

Now he is back. As long as Italy is neutral 
the Mediterranean may be traversed. Turkey 
is an ally and the Dardanelles do not have to 
be opened. If Rumania can be swung into line, 
there is the place to strike. If war goes on 
this may be the big objective whether Rumania 
is neutral or not. With Turkey to keep the 
Dardanelles open, the back-door plan is not 
impractical. | 

All this is pure summary. No one knows. 
Tighter and tighter the censors draw their 
rings. We soon shall know only what they 
wish us to know. 

Not nearly so much has happened in the 
first days of this war as the last one, because 
the nations were more prepared. Except, of 
course, there is a real comparison between the 
German drive deep into Polish territory and 
the drive into France which reached almost 
to Paris. , : ° 

It is an enigmatic sort of war. 


Mr. Roosevelt on the Job 

Until congress convenes, America’s policy 
regarding the European war is the job of the 
President, Mr. Roosevelt. 

To date he has done that job in a manner 
entirely satisfactory to Americans who believe 
America should, and must, keep out of war. 

No pledge could have been more emphatic 
than the pledge Mr. Roosevelt made in his fire- 
Side chat on Sunday evening. Not only did 
he pledge all his effort to keeping us out of 
war, but he said he believed we could be 
kept out. 

Suggestions have been made that Mr. 
Roosevelt summon to his side Mr. Herbert 
Hoover and Senators Vandenberg and Taft to 
form a coalition board. Some of the pundits 
argue this on the basis that Mr. Roosevelt does 
not have control of his own party. 

This is not a sound argument, and no greater 
mistake could be made than calling in politi- 
cally ambitious men of one party to meet with 
one of another party who also has political 
ambitions of one sort or another. They each 
have diverse opinions and could do nothing 
except divide the responsibility. It does not 
need dividing. It is Mr. Roosevelt’s job. The 
history of coalition government is not a happy 
one. It is not a time for playing politics or 
making a political sounding board of the war 
emergency wherein the Messrs. Hoover, Taft 
and Vandenberg might announce their opin- 
ions. It would be confusing at a* time when 
confusion would be harmtul. Mr._ Roosevelt 
has acted without confusion and in such a 
direct manner that all who believe in peace 
must applaud him. 

When congress convenes it will be the job 
of congress, and certainly congress will not need 
the services of Mr. Hoover. They already have 
the services of the other two gentlemen. 

Perhaps politics should not.be discussed in 
this manner, but it is obvious the war in Europe 
and its effect on the United States will have a 
profound influence on 1940. Whether Mr. 
Roosevelt runs or does not run, the chances 
of the Democratic party will be enhanced as 
unemployment is reduced and business im- 
proves. 

Meanwhile, the President is doing his job 
in a manner satisfactory to those who. would 
keep American soldiers at home. 


Vicious Bureaucracy 

Reports from Alabama indicate that John 
M. Carmody, federal works administrator, has 
indulged in an entirely un-American action, 
all because of his anger at an act of the Ala- 
bama legislature. 

That legislature recently passed a law set- 
ting forth conditions under which a munici- 
pality might initiate action toward building 
a municipal power plant. The legislature prop- 
erly sought to prevent duplication, and legis- 
lated to the effect that the initial negotiations 
should be toward the purchase of any existing 
plant. Should these negotiations fail, the Ala- 


| .bama Public Service Commission would then 
| ‘be ordered to set a value upon the existing 


property. This Valuation would be subject to 
court review. 

The law was enacted by the elected repre- 
sentatives of the people. The duly elected Gov- 
ernor signed it. It therefore represents the 
wishes of the people. It seems to others not 
residents of Alabama a most sane and intelli- 
gent law. 

Yet because of the law Mr. Carmody has 
cut off funds already awarded toward building 
a public hospital.in Birmingham and toward 
four buildings at educational institutions. It is 
another example of a federal bureau seeking 
to control the rights of the states and to influ- 
ence the legislatures of the states. 

The President ought firmly to tell Mr. Car- 
mody to mind his own business. Such evi- 
dences of bureaucracy are entirely distasteful 
to the American people.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

PLANS FOR MOBILIZATION WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—One 

' of the really strange phenom- 
ena of these times is the fatalism of the people. No matter what 
their opinion of this country’s wisest course, they seem to have a 
sense of irresistible world forces against which even wisdom cannot 
avail. Public men are unanimous that “everything must be done 
to keep us out of war,” yet a majority of the men in the street pre- 


dict simply. “We'll be in it, sooner or later.” 


The results of this phenomenon (which appears in every poll of 
public opinion) can be disclosed only by the event. An immediate 
by-product is the extraordinary curiosity as to what war may mean 
to the average man. One hears the talk everywhere, often in fun— 
“I guess I won't have to go; I’m lueky, I’ve got fallen arches,” or 
“You’d better marry that girl, BHI; then, they say, you won't be 
drafted,” or, more seriously, “Well, I guess we have to do some- 
thing; what’s the draft age?” 


WAR IN NEAT PACKAGES As a matter. of fact, plans for 


the mobilization of American 
man power have Ei in quiet preparation for a considerable time. 
There is some sentiment at the War Department for persuading the 
President to ask immediate passage of a draft law on an if, as and 
when basis. Meanwhile, law or no law, the machinery is ready. 

At the center of it is the planning body, the army and navy 
selective service committee, which will be transformed into the ex- 
ecutive body when the time comes. The selective service commit- 
tee’s machinery is rather simple. Administration is to be decentral- 
ized, each state being required to fill a draft quota. In each state, 
local selective service boards have been tentatively listed, and liaison 
has already been established with state officials, who have been in- 
structed in all the requirements for getting the local boards to work. 

Arrangements are complete down to the last gruesome detail. 
The amount of office space needed for registering recruits has 
already been calculated. Registration blanks have been carefully 
designed to elicit the maximum of information in the minimum of 
space. Sample posters, calling men to the colors for an-emergency 
of the future, are already in existence. An elaborate program has 
been worked out by which eligible registrants will be divided into 
numbered classes, and then called up as the President draws their 
numbers, not without appropriate ceremony, in lotteries at the White 
House. 

There is even a chart showing the various divisions of the pros- 
spective selective service administration—legal, liaison, public re- 
lations, and so on. And a group of more than a dozen publicists, of 
whom the great majority are advertising men, have actually been 
recruited for the great public relations task. War, apparently, must 
be packaged and sold like a popular cosmetic. 


THE DRY STATISTICS There is something obscurely moving 


in the very dryness of the statistics 
by which the selective service committee forecasts the armies of 
the future. First class to be called will be all men between 21 and 
30 years of age, the best soldiers, the least likely to have respon- 
sibilities, and the healthiest, in the opinion of the planners. Some 
10,000,000 of them are expected to answer the call, of whom 3,000,- 
000 will be accepted, and 7,000,000 “deferred” for reasons of health, 
family ties and the like. The next, call will be for the 3,000,000 
youngsters between 18 and 21, of whom 2,000,000 will be accepted,

only 1,000,000 deferred. And then, the young’ having been culled 
over, the call will be for 13,000,000 men between 31 and 45, of whom 
only 2,500,000 will be accepted, and all the rest deferred. 

Thus the plans call for an army of 7,500,000 men. There is hardly 
a sensible man or woman in the United States who does not hope 
fervently that the army’s day of recruitment may never come. Yet 
it must be remembered that in the nations of Europe, where mo- 
bilization is over and the next awful stage has begun, the people 
also hoped the same hope. Perhaps that explains the phenomenon 
of fatalism which seems so puzzling.

ENLISTING GOD’S AID The story goes that in the dark days 
of our own War Between the States, 

a most earnest woman met tall, gaunt Abraham Lincoln. Clasping 

her hands in an attitude of prayer, she asked: | 

“Oh, Mr. Lincoln, don’t you think God is on our side?” 

“Madam,” said that tall maker of epigrams, “I am considerably, 
more concerned about being on God's side.” 

Adolf Hitler, head of the German armies, ordered them forward 
in his initial address at the start of the present war, saying: 

“Forward with God for Germany.” 

The head of the Polish state urged his people to resistance, say- 
ing, “We are confident of the rightness of our cause and confident 
in the justice of God.” 

Prime Minister Chamberlain and the English King invoked the 
assistance and the blessings of God. Neither they nor the Poles 
acted, however, as if they commanded God. 

‘ The materialist who once all but had the world in his hands, 
until Waterloo, did not say, “God is on the side of the strongest 
battalions.” He did say, “Providence is on the side of the last re- 
serve.” 

From the time of the ancients, who prayed to the sun or to some 
imagined gods on mountain peaks, there has been this effort in war 
to enlist God’s aid. 

_ One may only guess. There are persons who appear on such 
intimate terms with God—one of them might tell me. But I am 
afraid, looking at it from a strictly news angle, it is impossible te 
believe God has enlisted in any of our modern wars. They are man- 
made and they belong to man. 

I think, if I were a theologian, I would preach a sermon on the 
arrogance of the war lords who imperiously summon God to march 
with them and do their will—not His. It seems to me there is a 
perfectly natural moral in such effort at enlistment.

In June 
his brother died in Paris. This made him heir to the French throne. 

He was advised to slip away. He had horses posted a few miles 
from the city, and at night, with a few friends, went for an airing. 
Reaching the horses they leaped in the saddles and galloped away. 

The Poles, learning of it, set out in pursuit to catch their King. 
But Henry had too much of a lead. It so happened that in his flight 
he carelessly forgot to leave the crown jewels. He spent them 
en route, taking two months to reach Paris. He entered Paris in 
company with “a mob of loose women, profligate youths, donkeys, 
parrots, monkeys, and lap dogs.” ota 

He became king, but died, fortunately for France, by an assas- 
sin’s knife. 

One of the best stories of the decadent days of France has a 
Polish touch. 

In the last days of Louis XV, France was at a low ebb. France 
was about to topple over. So low had the nation fallen in Europe 
that Russia, Prussia and Austria deliberately cut up and divided 
Poland without consulting France. 

Louis, on being informed, merely said, “Ah, if Choiseul (his 
former minister) were only here.” 

It was DuBarry, the real Queen of France, who provided the 
delicate touch: 

“Where IS Poland?” she asked. 

In that reign France, completely indifferent, lost India and 
Canada to England. 

The corrupt King and his mistress let an empire slip away. They 
sent few soldiers to hold India. And the struggle in Canada is fa- 
miliar to us all. In fact, the entire history of this nation was changed 
because a French government was debased and impotent. The lusty 
English empire was able to win it. Had there been a vigorous 
French government instead of one in which the King’s mistress made 
decisions, we might now have much of our territory owned by 
France. It just happened England was strong. France about ready 
for the revolution.

Generations of prosperity and security behind two oceans have 
made us indifferent to foreign affairs; but the world and our rela- 
tions with it have changed enormously in the last 20 years, and now 
simple prudence and common sense require us to develop both 
knowledge and understanding of the world’s business.

How sincere and spiritual is the Japanese religion? The plain 
truth is that it was manufactured by politicians to serve as a polit- 
ical tool. One hundred years ago the Emperor was neither a god 
nor the chief power in the nation. The present Emperor was deified 
by political leaders who reasoned shrewdly: “The people will be 
easier to handle if we make them believe the Emperor is god.” 
Propaganda and hocus-pocus did the rest. 

What is the Japanese conception of honor? When the military 
forces took Hainan and the alarmed democracies protested, the Japs 
solemnly promised to give it up when peace came. Now they say it 
will produce rubber and they must keep it. That is typical. They 
make contracts and promises to gain something, and see no dis- 
honor in breaking their word if perfidy promises greater gain.

PARIS, Sept. 6.—(UP)—A radio 
report from . Basel, Switzerland, 
tonight said that the German 
“pocket battleship” Gneisenau 
was sunk by British airplanes in 
a raid on the German naval base 
at Wilhelmshaven. 

The Basle radio report also said

British planes raided Wilhelm- 
shaven and the nearby German 
naval base of Brunsbuttel Monday 
and the British government re- 
ported that direct hits had been 
scored on at least two German 
warships.

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Future Cotton Policy of U. S. 
Told at International Meeting 


Assistant Secretary of Agriculture Harry Brown Says 
Acreage Adjustments Is First Objective; Price Increase, 
Expansion of Domestic Markets Also Sought.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—The 
future cotton policy of the United 
States will be developed along 
four principal lines, with a con- 
tinuation of acreage adjustment as 
the first objective, Assistant Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Harry 
Brown, a native Georgian, told the 
international cotton meeting here 
today. 

The other three objectives, he 
said, would be to make every ef- 
fort to bolster the income of south- 
ern cotton producers until the 
world price of the staple has been 
raised to a point that will provide 
them with at least a living return; 
the expansion of the domestic con- 
sumption of cotton, and, retention 
of a fair share of the world’s cot- 
ton business. 

Outlined Causes. 

On yesterday, Secretary Wal- 
lace outlined some of the basic 
causes of the general decline in 
trade between nations in recent 
years, with particular reference to 
cotton. He also sketched the broad 
agricultural adjustment programs 
United States 


itself to changed 
domestic world conditions. 

“T am sure we all agree with 
Secretary Wallace,’ Mr. Brown 
said, “that our troubles with king 
cotton are deep-seated and that no 
simple short cut to a solution 
exists.” 

“We have encouraged the use of 
important soil-conserving prac- 


tices on cotton farms, financed in 
part by general benefit payments. 
The reduction in cotton acreage 
has in itself promoted the conser- 
vation of soil since land use is 
diverted from soil-depleting to 
soil-conserving crops. 

“We have encouraged diversifi- 
cation on cotton farms by provid- 
ing for production of food and feed 
crops for home consumption in or- 
der to help compensate for the loss 
in cotton income in maintaining 
and improving living standards, 

Loans Offered. 

“In every year except one since 
1933 the federal government has 
offered to cotton farmers loans 
which would enable them to hold 
their cotton and protect their in- 
come when market prices were 
low. The effect of this loan provi- 
sion was that, whenever the price 
of cotton dropped to an unreason- 
ably low level the United States 
held a portion of its cotton off the 
world market. For example, more 
than one-fourth of our 1937 rec- 
ord production of cotton was 
placed under loan. 

“In maintaining our export 
market for cotton the reciprocal 
trade agreements program will 
continue to be relied upon as the 
fundamentally sound approach to 
larger international trade. It is 
clear that we cannot expect other 
nations to buy our cotton and 
other export products unless we 
are prepared to buy their goods. 
This is the essence of the trade 
agreements program.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6) | 


President Roosevelt called upon 
every police officer in the United 


States tonight to co-operate with 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion in a mighty effort to stamp 
out “espionage, counter espionage, 
sabotage, subversive activities and 
violations of the neutrality laws.” 
Formally placing the FBI—the 
famous G-men—in charge of this 
campaign, he requested “all police 
officers, sheriffs, and all other law 
enforcement officers in the United 
States” to turn over to the nearest 


FBI agent any information ob- | 


tained on the offenses in question. 


He made this request, he said, | 


because the “task must be con- 
ducted in a comprehensive and ef- 
fective manner on a national basis, 
and all information must be care- 
fully sifted out and correlated in 
order to avoid confusion and ir- 
responsibility.” | 

U. 8. To Patrol Atlantic. | 

A little earlier, the White House 
announced that a large fleet of de- 
stroyers, coast guard cutters and 
airplanes would patrol the Atlantic 
from New England to the Panama 
Canal, and as much as several 
hundred miles at sea, to direct and 
report the presence of belligerent 
warships. 

The purpose, it was explained, 
was to give American vessels 
warning of the warcrafts’ pres- 
ence, and to let the belligerents 
know that American ships are in 
the vicinity in which their fighting 
vessels may be operating. 

Two destroyers and two coast 
guard cutters already had started 
to patrol. Four other cutters were 
despatched from the West Coast to 
the Atlantic. Meanwhile, 116 more 
destroyers and other coast guard.
